Statement of Facts 

The present patent application is a U.S. national phase application of International 
Application PCT JP2004/004278 and was filed with a declaration prescribed in 37 C.F.R. 



§1.63 that was signed by co-inventors Kobata and Kolbe (copy enclosed). However, that 
declaration was not signed by co-inventor Rollin C. Christianson, who failed to respond to 
repeated requests, over a period of a year and a half, to have him sign the declaration and 
other documents. Thus, Mr. Christianson apparently refuses join in the patent application. 

The subject invention was made while Mr. Christianson was employed, along with 
co-inventor Christopher J. Kolbe, by HUSCO International, Inc. (HUSCO). The invention 
was made with co-inventor Hiroshi Kobata, who is employed by Kayaba Industry Co., Ltd. 
in Japan. After making the invention, Mr. Christianson left HUSCO and went to work for a 
competitor company. 

Enclosed is a copy of a statement of Donald Reinicker, an officer of HUSCO. That 
statement was submitted with the national phase application and attests that the final 
version of the subject patent application was mailed on March 9, 2005 to Mr. Christianson 
for signature. After not receiving a reply, Mr. Reinicker spoke by telephone on March 30, 
2005 to Mr. Christianson, who acknowledged receiving the application and stated that he 
would study it. On June 6, 2005 and again on July 25, 2005, Mr. Reinicker sent reminder 
letters requesting that Mr. Christianson sign the patent application. Mr. Christianson 
neither returned the signed application, nor replied to the reminder letters sent to him. 

The present U.S. national phase application was filed with a previous petition to 
accept it without the signature of Rollin C. Christianson. The petition was denied on July 
1 1, 2006, because Mr. Christianson was not listed as an inventor on the related PCT 
International Application. Accompanying this petition is another petition under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.48(a) seeking to add Mr. Christianson as an inventor on the subject patent application. 
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Also submitted herewith is a Statement of the undersigned attorney attesting to 
actions taken, after denial of the prior petition, to obtain Mr. Christianson 5 s signature on 
the application. Specifically on August 9, 2006, a copy of the subject patent application 
with a declaration was mailed to Mr. Christianson at his last known home address. To date 
a signed document has not been received nor have the papers been returned by the U.S.
